Therefore, the window regulator 
device comprising an electrically operated actuator for raising and lowering a window as 
recited in claim 1 , must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new 
matter should be entered.

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: on page 3, 
the applicant recites "claim 1" which is indefinite. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claims 7 and 8 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper form 
because a multiple dependent claim 5. See MPEP § 608.01 (n). Accordingly, the claims 
7-8 have not been further treated on the merits. 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 
Specifically, how does the motor interconnect with the window to drive the window 
between and open and closed position. 

Claims 1-6 are further rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
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applicant regards as the invention. In claim 1 , line 1 1 , and claim 4, line 7, the 
phraseology "it" is not readily understood by the Examiner. Specifically, what is meant 
by "it"? In claim 1, lines 14-15, the phraseology "by means of the actuator itself is not 
readily understood by the Examiner. Specifically, what is meant by "actuator itself? 
In claim 4, lines 9-10, the phraseology "the motor member itself is not readily 
understood by the Examiner. Specifically, what is meant by "motor member itself? 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

As best understood, claims 1-4 are further rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Waltz et al. (5,902,004). Waltz et al. (5,902,004) disclose a 
functional unit (3) in combination with a vehicle door (1) comprising a lock assembly (32, 
33, and 6) connected to a motor (36) which drives a window pane (100) between an 
open and closed position within the vehicle door (1), a coupling means (900, 61, and 39, 
see figure 1) to selectively actuate the door lock assembly (32, 33, and 6) via the motor 
(36), and a handle (inside 6, outside 8) connected to the coupling means to engage and 
disengage the lock assembly to a strike plate (111). 

Depending on the applicant's amendments, claims 5 and 6 would be allowable if 
rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in 
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this Office action and to include all of the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claims. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Several patents have been cited which disclose motor drives 
which drive windows and locks which are similar to that of the applicant's invention.
